The liirgost crowd whioh has tunu'il out to witness any of the 
games of tlu> Iiitcrfiioulty footJuill sch.'ilulo was prcMMit lust .'-Satur- 
day, wlion till' Jli'dii'iiU' ti'tiiu di tVuti-d tin' ivpivscutativi-s of tlu- 
Faiiilty of Suieuce in one of the hardest fought contests that the 
^tiulfiit hoily lias liad the [ilcHsiiri' of wit iii'ssin}^. And now tliat tin- 
eurtaiii has ItciMi finally rung down on tlu' stHsou, let us look back 
and consider in the abstract just what football means ; what its real 
worth is. and what influence it has on those who play it. 

Xothinjj coiikl he more couimoiipluce thau to assert that all edu- 
cators admit the necessity of physical training in a conrse of study. 
Sinre the days of I'lato it has found a iilaee. — more or less import- 
ant according to ciicumstauces — in every curriculum. In our coun- 
try this tendency finds expression in the attention which is paid in 
.iliiiost all our collejies to the panie of foothall. Xor call there he 
much doubt thai the choice of the game is a liappv one. No other 
exercise so perfectl,v,liarmoniousiy and cipially licvelojis every 
limb, musolo and nerve of the hod.v, nor is there any in which sii<-- 
ccss requires so persistent a combination of speed, strength and en- 
durance. ' 

But to win a loo I ha II match much more than mere physical ef- 
fort is need. il. The fourteen men who rely on nothing' hut their 
strength and agility stand a very poor chance against fourteen others 
who use their brains as well as their bodies. Hence it is that college 
teams as a general ride easily defeat tln'ir opponents, and that a 
irtaii of meagre intelligeucc is really a hindranec to the captain of a 
football fourteen. It also follows that in the great games between 
rival eollejre orfrani/atioiis victory rests with tliose who have fol- 
Itmcd Hu intelligent and .systematic j)lan in their ju-aetices and have 
been able to put their tactics into operation at the required moment. 
A foothall vieioix- therefore usually represents the triumph of the 
union of brawn and brain. 

But football has a still better and higher influence. Its im- 
jiortnnee in tlie formation of charaet. r can scarcely be over-estimat- 
ed. What lessons of patience and perseveratice and self-denial are 
not learned by a team that i)raetice8 faithfully during a season! 
What I j^portunities there are for resignation and courage in defeat, 
•ration and generosity in victory! Yes, lootball is pre-emin- 
a game for students — it makes them strong and lionest and 
jnanly and truthful. It develops body, mind and character.

Allen Oliver, ArtH 'l,"i, brll- 
l!:int HtndiMil and former edltor-ln- 
< hief of Motîill Daily, who only a few 
lay.s uKo was rewarded for Ills .ser- 
vices at the front with the Military 
Cros.s, ami who lost lils lite 'before 
he coulil be invested with the much- 
cuveted decoration which he hat, won 
su gallantly. 

Members of the professoriate ot the 
Kuculty of Arts, as well as students 
wlio were at the University in hie 
time, spoke In glowing terms ot 
l.ieut, Oliver, who woe an Honours 
student in Economics, and who was 
the first president of the Economics 
Club which was formed some years 
agn In connection with the Depart- 
ment of Economics. 

l.ieut. Allen Oliver was bom In Ed^ 
nionton, Alberta, In 1892, the son ol 
Hon. Krank Oliver, M.l". then proprie- 
tor of the Kdmonton Itulietin, and n 
liietnlier of the Norlh-West Terrltor- 
A.s.seinlily. He attended local 
sihoola liefote removing to Ottawa 
with Ills pnrentB upon the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Mr. Oliver to a seat In 
the Laurier ("abinel, and then was a 
slndent at St. Andrew's ColleKe, To- 
ronto, At St. Andrew's Lieut, Oliver 
began to show an Interest In student 
uctlvltiee, which followed in hia un- 
dergraduate days at McOlU. He was 
a»Hoclated with the management of 
the college magazine, was a promin- 
ent member of the Cadet Corps of 
the College, and took a great Interest 
In athletics, and particularly In Kugby 
football, being a member ot the ool> 
lege team. 

When he entered the P'aculty of 
Arts of .Mcfiill in 1911, Lieut. Oliver 
inimeilialely boijan to identify hitnself 
Willi student activities in a prominent 
inanncr. Iti'liit; a briUiunl football 
player, he turned out with the senior 
footliail sriuad, :ind W(Ki a place as 
spare for tlie team. He was also elect- 
<m1 lo class offices, and took an active 
pari in the activities of the Literary 
and Debating Society, being a fluent 
and forceful apealter. In his Sopho- 
more year, Lieut, Oliver Joined the 
editorial staff ot McOlIl Daily, then 
under the editorial direction ot W, L. 
Cassels, now overseas with the Cana- 
dian Engineers. He rose rapidly, and 
before the year had closed was ir 
charge of the sporting department of 
the newspaper, a position in whlcl 
lie had ami)le opportunity to display, 
ills ability as a writer. Wlien Mr, 
fassels resigned at the close of the 
session, Lieut. Oliver was chfisen as 
his successor, and entered upon his 
duties when college re-ojwned in the 
fall of 1913. 

In spite of the amount of time 
which he was forced to spend in con- 
nection with his position on the Dally, 
Lieut, Oliver managed to take a high 
standing in the classroom and at ex- 
aminations Ho took a honours 
course In Economics, and was gradu- 
ated in 1915 with high honours. Two 
other memher.s of the honours class 
of which he was a member have giv- 
en up their lives— Sergt. I'aul 8. Clark 
and Lieut. .lolin A. Abbott. 

The day lie finished ills course at 
.MrCfill, Tiii'iit. Oliver went to King- 
ston lo commence his trainlnit n« ai 
artillery officer, in this he was most 



successful, and was enabled (o su 
overseas not long afterwards with tlu 
28th Battery. On arrival In England 
he was traaafen'ed to another battery 
on the flrinc line, where he bas sinci 
served. 

An official communique of the Can- 
adian War Records Officer in France 
tells how Lieut. Oliver was killed. 
Speaking of the recent fighting, the 
communique says: 

"A splendid example of the heroism 
of our artillery observation officers 
bas Just come to hand. During the 
battle of the ISth^lt became necessary 
to secure a certain piece of vital In- 
formation as to matters beyond our 
front. 

"Three of the officers of the Second 
Artillery Division from three separ- 
ate points were sent forward tlirou^:h 
the enemy's barrages to procure this 
information. It was an undertaking of 
supreme peril. One of them, Lieut, 
Oliver, was killed in the attempt. An- 
other officer succeeded and got back 
with the information, and the third, 
while yet some way behind the moat 
advanced section of our attack, was 
severely wounded and tell Into a shell 
hole. As he dragged himself out and 
started to crawl back lie found him- 
self directly in front of a German 
machine gun which had emerged from 



acquaiutanciships. lie is liie son ut 
!>r. H. II. ("liown, ot Winnipeg, Dean 
of the Kaciilly of Medicine ot the 
University of Manitoba, and oiie ol 
the oldest physicians ot Winnipeg. 
Mrs. Chown, mother of the young Mc- 
Gill graduate who has been decorat- 
ed, died on Monday only a short time 
after receiving word of the success 
with which her son had met on the 
battlefields of France.

A London despatch announces that 
Lieut. Corin Henry Benedict t'ooiicr, 
Sci. '12, of the lloyal Knglneers, who 
was reported seriously wounded cur- 
ly In the month, has succiiinlicd to 
his wounds after an Illness of several 
weeks, Lieut. Cooper was with tiie 
Royal Engineers. ' ' ' 

Lieut. Cooper wa's'the son ot the 
Rev. Sydney. Cooper, rector ot Hey- 
ford, Oxfordshire,' England, and aftei 
taking his degree in Science (n 191!^ 
was engaged as assistant to Dr, J. 
Austen Bancroft, of the Department 
of Geology, in his work on the Mount 
Royal Tunnel. Later he was assistant 
to Dr. J. Uonsall Porter, in the De- 
partment of Mining, and in 1913 took 
his M.Sc. degree In Mining. Tlie sum- 
mer of 1914 Lieut. Cooper .^pent on 
Geological Survey work in the West, 
chiefly In connection with the dis- 
covery of oil in the vicinity of Cal- 
gary. 

Lieut. Cooper's wdrk was ot such a 
character as to wilt 'for him recognl 
tlon as à most proluislnR young geo- 
logist.. He dl4 tnvitluablo aervice In 
the idoiint Royal 'funnel, and the re- 
sult of his work irlli appear in Uu 
forthcoming report. When war was 
declared fSfeut. Cooper had just been 
offered a fellowship in geology at 
Yale I'niverslty, where he might car- 
ry on further graduate study. He 
saw his duty so clearly, however, 
that he immediately volunteered his 
services to the Home Government. On 
acceptance by the authorities ho went 
to England and secured a commission 
In the 16th Battalion of the Liverpool 
Regiment, In which Capt.- Bertram St. 
George French, Arts '12, since killed 
In action, also held a commission. Af- 
ter some months' sérviee, Lieut. Coop- 
er was transferred to the Royal En- 
gineers, and was' connected with th< 
ITith Company ot that brandi of tlie 
service until he was wounded early 
In November.

Ivydene, Bexley, England, and was a 
fine type of R. E, officer,- Ho was 
hit hy a stray rifle bullet In the ear- 
ly morning of July 28, while engaged 
in BUperintendlng the work of som- 
infantry in "No Man's Land." and he 
died the same night In the Casualty 
Clearing Station at nuclivillers, about 
13 miles north of Amiens. 

Lieutenant D. S, Baker received ills 
commission in the Royal Engineers in 
October. 1914, and had been at llic 
Front for IS months, enga^f' in wmk 
of the most arduous and hazardmi.i 
nature. One of Ills senior officers 
writes: "The work that your son did 
out here lias been of the ' greatest 
value, and n^ost highly appreciated, In 
tact, our Ute Colonel haa recommend- 
ed him tor a Military Cross. He was 
a very fine typo ot K. B. officer, and 
a very keen soldier, being absolutely 
without fear. , II» was always cheer- 
ful and was lovad by his men."
